Washington, March 14.—Senator 


Penrose today introduced as in 
amendment to the pending reSolu* 
tions providing for (the election of 
United States senators toy direct vote 
of the people a proposition to increase 
the number of senators in proportion 
to .population and providing for other 
important changes in the senatorial 
representation, of the states. 
The 


provision is as follows: 


"The senate of the United States 


shall be composed of at Idast two sen- 
ators from each state and an addi- 
tional senator for every ratio of 500,- 
000 persons, who shall be elected by 
direct vote c-f the people thereof for 
a term of six years, and each sena- 
tor dhall have one vote. 
A plurality 


of votes cast for candidates for sen- 
ator shall elect and the electors shall 
have the qualifications requisite for 
electors of the most numerous branch 
of ihe state legislature. Vacancies in 
the representation of any state in the 
senate shall be filled in the same 
manner as such vacancies are now 
filled in the house of representatives. 


"It Shall be the duty of congress 


•when fixing and apportioning repre- 
sentatives from the several states in 
the house of representatives 
after 


every census to likewise fift and ap- 
portion the representation of sena- 
tors from each state in the senate, 
provided that each state ahall have 
at least two senators/7

FIRST 
SETTLEMENT 
FAILS 


MEN WERE DOUBTFUL OF THE 


ABBITE&S' POWERS. 


Boston, March 14,—With high 


hopes promoted by news that the 
big strike which had prevailed for 
four days had been raised by 'an 
agreement between the strikers and 
employes, the thousands of men who 
had been idle since last Monday 
made thejr way to their usual places 
of employment early today. While 
the team drivers and the 'lougshore- 
meu who had struck in sympathy 
with the freight handlers 
found 


plenty of work waiting for them, the 
aborers at tho-railroad freight sheds 
were disappointed in being told that 
they would be received as new men, 
As this meant that only vacant 
places would be filled and that the 
>ay would be only $1,65 a day, the 
;reight handlers withdrew for con- 
sultation. 
At one or two of the 


steamship docks the same conditions 
were imposed upon the 'longshore- 
men. 


The situation sent labor men in 


haste to the. state house for confer- 
ences with Governor Crane and later, 
prompted the goveinor to call the 
ailroad and steamship officials into 
consultation, while the strikers were 
urged to be patieut, 


Trouble was precipitated at noon 


by the 'longshoremen who, accusing 
heir leaders of treachery in. not *ir- 
Banging for them to be taken back 
n a body, declared that they would 
•enew the strike and 
they again 


oined forces with the freight hand- 
ers, who were awaiting action by 
he officials of the respective roads* 
In the face of the threatening aspect 
if the matter strong hopes were felt 
,hat a satisfactory solution would 
be reached by night.

"The situltion is much improved. 


In Bast Boston on the Boston and 
Maine system, where 80 men went 
out, 79 can return. In East Boston

"The reported reduction on the 


Boston and Albany system has been 
arranged." 


VICTORY FOR FEDERATION, 
That the civic federation was an 


enormous factor in the settlement of 
his strike cannot be denied. From 
;he moment Ralph H. Easley, secre- 
;ary of the civic federation, arrived 
n Boston the atmosphere began to 
lear, and by 4 p. m. yesterday <af-,| 
fairs had assumed such a favorable 
ispect that a prediction was made 
;hat this would be the last day of 
the trouble. - 


Mr. Easley was joined early in the 


morning by Frank £. Sargent, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
and a member of the «ivic federa- 
tion's arbitration ^ committee. To- 
gether 
they 
called 
on Governor 


3rane and held a long 'conference, 
This resulted in a call for a confer- 
ence to be held at the state house 
between Governor Crane, Mayor Col- 
lins, Messrs. 
Easley and Sargent, 


General Manager Chamberlain, of 
the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad, and a committee 
of prominent merchants. The "work 
to .be done at the conference was to 
draw up an agreement that was to 
be the basis of a settlement. 


TERMS OF TCE AGREEMENT. 
This agreement as finally present- 


ed was that the men should return 
to work at once, and if they did so 
Governor Crane pledged himself to 
use the strongest 
influence 
that 


could be brought to bear on the rail- 
roads to adopt the same rules as are 
in vogue at the Boston and Maine 
yards and to reinstate all of their 
old men that it was possible to take 
back. 


The rule in vogue at the Boston 


and Maine yards 
is that 
freight 


handlers need not handle goods until 
inside the doors of the houses—that 
is, they need not go on the teams to 
help unload. It was an order of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
road for them to unload the teams 
of the B, S. Brine Transportation 
company, This company refused to 
sign the teamsters scale two months 
ago. 


At first the labor men present at

This was done at 9 o'clock last night 
and after one hour's deliberation the 
agreement 
was accepted and the 


strike was officially declared off. 


Among the prominent merchants

L fluid of a dark 
brown mixture 


'rom his pocket, and, holding it up, 
announced: "Well, here's to you 
squire!" and swallowed its contents. 
Justice Eiler had no idea what the 
bottle contained, but at first it was 
supposed that Price had swallowed 
audanum. Medical attendance was 
summoned 
and in the meantime 


Price began to feel the effects of the 
dose he had swallowed, -and half un- 
conscious 
he 
threw 
himself oil 


Squire Eiler's sofa and suffered un- 
til Dr. T. J, Shackelford arrived and 
used the stomach pump with good 
effect. Later it was ascertained that 
the mixture was a preparation of 
which arnica was the principal con- 
stituent. 


Price is a dissolute character and 


frequently declares he has not been 
sober for ten years. Occasionally he 
becomes despondent -and declares his 
intention of suiciding. 
When the 


physician got liim on his feet again 
Justice Eiler 
sent him to Sheriff 


Smith with instructions to lock him 
up. Without official accompaniment 
Price took himself off to the bastile.

Boston, March 14.- -With high 


hopes promoted by news that the 
big strike which had prevailed for 
four days had been raised by an 
agreement between the strikers and 
employes, the thousands of men who

of employment early today. While 
the team drivers and the 'longshore- 
men who had struck in sympathy 
with the freight handlers 
found 


plenty of work waiting for them, the 
laborers at thc-iailroad freight sheds 
were disappointed in being told that 
they would be received as new men. 
As this meant that only vacant 
places would be filled and that the 
pay would be only $1.05 a day, the 
freight handlers withdrew for con- 
sultation. 
At one or. two of the 


steamship docks the same conditions 
were imposed upon the 'longshore- 
men. 


The situation sent labor men in 


haste to thq state house for confer- 
ences with Governor Crane and later, 
prompted the governor to call the 
railroad and steamship officials into 
consultation, while the strikers were 
urged to be patient. 


Trouble was precipitated at noon 


by the 'longshoremen' who, accusing 
their leaders of treachery in not ar- 
ranging for them to be taken back 
in a body, declared that they would 
renew the strike and 
they again 


joined forces with the freight hand- 
lers, who were, awaiting action by 
the omcials of the respective roads. 
In the face of the threatening aspect 
of the matter strong hopes were felt 
that a satisfactory solution would 
be reached 'by night.
